Université de Montréal was 
partially paralyzéd last Thur- 
sday as students frond five 
departments boycotted classes 
• to support 1,300 history, 
sociology and psychology 
students presently on an 
unlimited strike. 

Supporters from 

mathematics, psycho-educati- 
on, political science, an- 
thropology and “préscolaire- 
élémentaire" numbered about 
2,000. Other departments such 
as medicine sent protest letters 
to the principal In support of 
the campus-wlde solidarity day 
for the three striking depart- 
ments. 

The U de M general 
association, FAECUM, was In 
charge- of coordinating the 
solidarity day.. FAECUM 
representative Daniel Bouffard 
said this time the support was 
not concentrated in the Human 
Sciences building as In last 
year's Industiral Relations 
conflict, but was spread out on 
the whole campus. 

“And this was a big suc- 
cess,” he said. 

Students set up picket lines 
In front of the Human Sciences, 
Mathematics and.. Psychology 
buildings and forced the 
complete closing of the Arts 
and Sciences Facuity ad- 
ministration building as weil as 
the Human Sciences library, 
the largest one on campus. 

The picket lines were 
“permeable" though; piketers 



urged students to boycott 
classes but did not physically 
prevent them from entering the 
buildings. Apart from the eight 
departments which had to 
cancel classes, professors 
from other disciplines did so as 
well because they could not 
enter their offices located in 
the faculty administration 
building. 

Students also distributed 
leaflets throughout the campus 
explaining striking students’ 
grievances and marched down 
to the administration building 
to meet university principal 
Paul Lacoste. 

Psychology and sociology 
students launched the 
unlimited strike and an oc- 
cupation of their respective 
administration offices three 
weeks ago white history 
students did so on Wednesday. 
Major points of contention are 
program reform and improved 
access to the masters program. 

Çociotogy students are 
asking for the abolition of 
restricted admission to the 
masters program. They are also 
asking for increased par- 
ticipation in department 
decisions and suggest a 
committee with equat professor 
and student representation to 
study the reform of the un- 
dergraduate program. 

“What we are asking for is 
democratization of university 
education and the right to

Corporate dollars fine say Liberal 
McGill and ^No’ conunittee

Despite the growing contro- 
versy which has greeted revel- 
ations that Liberal McGill and 
the ‘No* Committee are being 
funded in part by corporations, 
members of both organiza- 
tions remain suprised that 
anyone should find the prac- 
tice objectionable. 

"I do not think the money we 
have received is excessive,” 
said Liberal McGill (LM) presi- 



dent Frank Goitanich. 

“We do not accept money 
with strings attached. Al- 
though there are certain moral 
implications, corporations 
have Interests and they have a 
right to back or endorse the 
option they support." 

An article In Wednesday’s 
Daily revealed that LM has a 
budget this term of $1,500 and 
has approached Montreal bus-

Ducharme ivins, dues increase passes

About 20 per cent of the 
students turned out last Wed- 
nesday, and elected Todd 
Ducharme president of the 
Students’ Society. He won 
with 999 votes, 286 more than 
his nearest opponent. 

Students also approved a 
dues Increase, and a constitu- 
tional amendment aimed at 
safeguarding the autonomy of 
the McGill Dally. 

"I feel really good," Du- 
charme said a few days after 
his victory. 

"I’ve been waking up every 
morning at 7 • 00 a.m. since, 
and lying In bed thinking about 



all the things that need to get 
done." 

Ducharme Is c'alling for 
Increased emphasis on Soci- 
ety Initiatives at the Senate 
and Board of Governors. He. 
proposes to scrutinize plqh' 
ned university cutbacks 
"closely,’’ and to work for 
better daycare facilities. | 

He also proposes- to work 
.for Increased student repre- 
* sentatlon on various decision- 
making bodies at McGill, to 
support athletics, to publicize 
teaching evaluation, and to 
promote “social responsibil- 
ity" In investments by McGill, 
notably as manifested In di- 



vestment from South Africa. 

Ducharme supported the 
dues increase and feels it will 
improve the Society. 

"I think that next year with 
the dues increase we’ll be 
able to offer more services to 
the students," he said. 

"We ran on issues, so we’re 
going to have to do more," he 
said. “That’s alright. I don’t 
want to sit in my office with a 
dictaphone alt year, working 
up a nice CV. I want to feel 
that I’d done something.” 
Daniel Gaucher, running 
with the Ducharme-Arden Fur- 
lotte siqte, was acclaimed 
vice-president External Af- 



fairs. Mary Louise Prosen won 
as vioe-president Internal Af- 
fairs. Barbara Jenkins was 
elected Undergraduate repre- 
sentative to the Board of 
Governors, while Hélene Rich- 
er won as Engineering senator. 

There will be a recount for 
Science senator. At this writ- 
ing Monica Schwalbe had 
squeaked by Kitty Spraggett 
238 to 237, with 35 ballots 
declared spoiled by the chief 
returning officers. 

A recount has also been 
called for management sen- 
ator. The current tally gives 
the seat to Willy Lleberman 
continued on page 5 



iness and corporations for 
funding. It was also revealed 
that the ’No’ Committee has 
received $3,300 from the Pro- 
Canada Foundation. 

Pro-Canada, which bank- 
rolls projects, that promote 
Canadian unity, is funded by 
Canada’s 120 largest corpora- 
tions.- 

ALthough members of LM 
said they were not ashamed of 
the fact that they had been 
seeking funds from corpora- 
tions, they were reluctant to- 
disclose the names of com- 
panies which had made contri- 
butions. 

Richard Groome, LM trea- 
surer and ’No’ Committee 
chairman, said he could' only 
reveal that eight per cent of 
their funding has come fromt 
the membership, 52 per cent 
from Individuals and 40 per 
cent from corporations. 

The only donor’s name he 
said he could reveal was 
Imasco corporation, which 
made a $500 contribution. 

"We don’t want to publish 
the names of the others 
because it will fuck up their 
markets. If corporations are 
going to give us something 
they are going to be anon- 
ymous."

The Quebec Liberal Party 
has no intention of balkanizing 
the Canadian federaL system 
says Ghislain Fortin, a mem- 



ber of the Liberal’s Constitu- 
tional Committee. - 

"In our proposal the central 
government would lose some 
of Its power. But we wouldn’t 
be giving It to the provinces, 
but rather to a true federal 
body representing the coun- 
try." 

In a speech to a dozen 
people last Wednesday, he empty-handed 
emphasized the need for Inter- 
dependence and the-creatlon 
of a "consensus-reaching ap- 
paratus which 1s neither pro- 
vincial nor federal." 

This federal council would 
be staffed by representatives 
from each lof the provinces, 
theoretically ensuring equal 
representation. 

When asked by the Dally 
about the possible line of 
action In the event of a stale- 
mate or takeover by the. 
stronger provinces, Fortin re- 
plied, "Of course the federal 
council Is not a perfect body. 

But it is superior to what we' 
have now — jungle law." 

Fortin cited several studies 
done In the past. Including the 
Pépin-Robarts .report, which 
made recommendations sim- 
ilar to those In Claude Ryan's 
Beige Paper. 

"Journalists must have been 
sleeping for the last ten years. 

The regard our proposals for 
institutional arrangements as 
though they’ were^dlscovering 
something entirely new."

Council approves 
budget cuts and layoffs

Students’ Council voted last 
week to approve a series of 
budget cuts that Include lay- 
offs of some of its employees. 

Council's motion approved 
the layoffs previously imple- 
mented by the Joint Manage- 
ment Committee (JMC). Affec- 
ted by the layoffs were a 
Gertrudè's bartender, inven- 
tory personnel, and food ser- 
.vicé' workers from Gertrude’s 
and both delis. In addition, 
staff hours were reduced, and 
prices Increased at Sadie's 
tabagie. Porter service reduc- 
tions In the Union were also 
approved. 

- All laid off employees had 
been hired and paid through 
the McGill casual employment 
program, according to Ron 
Lerman, executive director of 
Students’ Society. Lerman 
presented JMC with a pro- 
posed list of methods for 
cuttjng costs and raising 
revenue. Revenue generating 
measures approved by the 
JMC included 10 per cent 
increases In cafeteria and 
pizza prices. 

Council member Rick Bou- 
dreau objected to the layoffs 
affecting McGill students. He 
suggested that when faced 



with cutbacks, he would prefer 
to "look right at the adminis- 
tration where we're most top 
heavy with costs." 

He also advocated the idea 
of volunteer student labor to 
ease the burden on adminis- 
trative costs. Arts representa- 
tive Sean McAllister also 
objected to laying off staff one 
month before the semester 
ends. - ' 

• The budget year ends June 
1. Ron Lerman said the 
cutbacks should save council 
$14,000 in salary and Insur- 
ance costs.

On Wednesday, February 27, after a nine-day strike, the 
Service Employees Union of McGill ratified a contract offer 
from the University which granted the main demands the 
union had fought for. the status quo and job security. The 
nexl day a divided and angry McGill community returned to 
some semblance of normalcy. 

Those of us who supported the strike did so not .only on 
the basis that the right to strike is a democratic principle, but 
because we saw in the administration's initial contract of- 
fers a first step in a policy of cutbacks which we identified as 
a danger to the welfare of the McGill community as a whole. 

In the aftermath of the strike many who worked in the 
strike support committee and others who joined us after the 
strike, have taken a broader look at University policy. After a 
careful reading of the Planning Office report, Planning for a 
Smaller University, and after several lengthy discussions in 
which we compared notes about developments in our dif- 
ferent faculties and workplaces, we came to the conclusion 
that it Is necessary at this juncture to challenge publicly the 
administration's commitment to the welfare of the McGill 
community, and the quality of McGill's education, and to 
question whether it is fulfilling Its responsibility to the 
society which funds this university. 

It was on this basis that we formed the Committee for a 
Better University. 

The Committee for a Better University, composed of 
students, TAs, professors, and non-academic staff, invites 
suggestions from and participation by all who share our 
concerns. We stand for the following: 

.1. Whereas: The Quebec government has responded to the 
present economic crisis by reducing the budget allocation to 
social services from 31 per cent of the budget in 1976 to 28 
per cent in 1979, while granting corporations large tax breaks 
and government grants. This policy Is not particular to 
Quebec but Is a policy of governments across^the country 
>^hich threatens accessibility to and quality of education, 
hospital care, etc. 

The McGill administration sees as its mandate the ap- 
plication of education cutbacks at the local level. The McGill 
Planning Office has responded to anticipated cuts in 
education funding and to projected decreases In enrolment

One of the first pieces of legislation the Parti Québécois 
Introduced when It came to power was the act which 
governs the financing of political parties. Thé law, passed 
In August 1977, stipulates that "only an elector may make 
a contribution" to a political party, district association or 
Independent candidate. The legislation also requires that 
the names and addresses of contributors be made 
available for public perusal; 

At the time the act was heralded as one of thè most 
far-sighted and progressive pieces of legislation concern- 
ing party financing In effect anywhere In North America. 
Those observations remain valid today. Even the federal 
government has been unable or unwilling to prohibit any 
but Individual contributions.' . . 

It Is within this context- that Liberal McGill’s funding 
campaign raises some Interesting questions about'the 
general acceptance or understanding of the principle the 
law embodies and the framework of the legislation itself.. 

The bewilderment exhibited by members of Liberal 
McGill following the publication of a Daily article that 
described the sources of their substantial funding shows 
clearly they neither understand nor accept the PQ law. . 
Indignant members have repeatedly asked: “What Is 
wrong with taking corporate money?" And along with their 
sense of confusion has come a groping bravado. At a 
meeting last week the group felt théir liberal reputation 
had been questioned and .In response passed a motion 
thanking the. organization's fund-raisers for the good work 
they had done. 

The pririciple which escapes these good souls holds 
that money should not be a source of power or determining 



by calling for a 15 per cent cut in all faculty budgets between 
1980-85. 

Be it resolved that: The Committee for a Better University 
sees it as essential to the preservation of a decent 
educational system to fight cutbacks at both the govern- 
mental and the administrative level. 

- Cutbacks stem not from a paucity of resources in our 
affluent society but from an unjust allocation of those 
resources. 

2. Whereas: The McGill Plannlng'Qffice projections of a 
decline In enrolment between 1978-80 were not realized. 
Moreover such projections are based upon an elitist view of 
the university as a place accessible to the few. 

B.I.R.T. the Committee for a Better University advocates 
the opening up of the university to more mature and part- 
time students. We also advocate that the University be more 
accessible to Québécois students. 

We stand for programs to ease the transition back to 
school for those who have been in the workforce, for the 
Initiation of more night courses In arts, sciences, and 
professional faculties, and the provision of adequate 
daycare services for students with children. 

We stand for translation of exam questions and assign- 
ments, and a re-examination of the admissions policy for 
francophone students. 

Whereas: McGill has a long history of paternalism and 
retrogressive policy towards both academic and non- 
academic staff, the administration’s attitude In the recent 
strike being but one example. 

B.I.R.T. The Committee for a Better University defends the 
right of all university employees to a decent standard of 
living, decent working conditions, and job security, and 
supports the right of all employees to unionize and to strike 
to obtain those rights. 

We further regard as fundamental the right of students to 
respect picket lines without penalty. . 

4. Whereas: The grading system In this university is 
often used as a means of limiting access to graduate studies 
and to professions, the failure rate of the graduating class in 
the Fa^culty of Law being a prime example. 

B.I.R.T. The Committee for a Better University opposes the 
use of quota systems in grading and calls for a re- 
examination of curriculum and evaluation at McGill. We 
support progressive and flexible methods of grading and 
instruction. We support the principle that grading and 
curriculum should be based upon consultation between staff 
and students. . . , *

force In democratic societies. Democracy means 
individuals deciding their collective fate on the basis of the 
strength of Ideas. If an Idea or set of Ideas has. sufficient 
power to capture the hearts and minds of a majority of 
voters then those Individuals .will exhibit their commitment 
by contributing time or money to the cause. Democracies 
require popular support forchange to occur. 

The problem with capitalist democracies; however, is 
that some people have more timé and money than other by 
^rtue of Inheritance or whatever. The PQ party financing 
law addresses this problem, to an extent. It prohibits 
institutions that have an interest In maintaining a 
particular set or relationships from contributing to, or 
influencing unduly, a political debate. And it requires 
Individuals who have the wealth and power of institutions 
to disclose, which set of policies or Ideas they are 
supporting, and to what extent they are doing so. This is 
half a loaf but It is better than no loaf at all. Members of 
Liberal McGill apparently prefer the no-loaf solution. Fine. 
That Is their right. Howeever, should they wish to return to 
the no-loaf solution they-wlll have to do so by promoting 
their Ideas according, to the half-loaf law. Democracy, you 
understand. 

Besides questioning the principle of this admirable law. 
Liberal McGill has also inadvertently exposed a major flaw 
Irr the wording of the legislation. As it Stands the law 
states contributions to political parties can only be made 
parties, district associations or independent 

clubs, like Liberal 
McGill, which, formally declare autonomy while distribu- 
ting party literature, promoting party policies, supporting 
party candidates and organizing party meetings. Theoret- 
Ica ly, then, you or I could go out tomorrow, form a club 
called the NDP Tea and Cookie Club or the Conservative 
Necktie and Polished Shoes Club, solicit money -from 
corporations, and facilitate the work of our party 
colleagues. That is. If corporations .were willing to give us 
financial support as indeed they appear to be most willing 
to do for Liberal McGill.

touchy situation here and If 
you blow It out of proportion 
we could be in trouble. We 
could be responsible for $1 
million in lost sales. You are 
dealing with ethics here." 

Groome said the club, has 
collected more than $1,500 
since the group first formed In 
late January of this year. He 
said donations were still com- 
ing In. , 

Members of LM told the 
Dally that the group's fund 
raising campaign was organ- 
ized by Groome, whose father 
Is the former president of the 
Montreal Chamber of Com- 
merce, and several other. The 
group prepared a written seven 
page presentation detailing 
what they proposed to do with 
. the money and the goals of the 
organization. The written pres- 
entations were. In most ca- 
ses, followed by personal 
' visits. Goltanich, who helped 
the fund raising, said "a lot of 
the people approached were 
people or companies Groome 
knew." 

"But that was coincidental 
to whether they contributed or 
not," he said. 

Another member of LM who 
participated in the funding 
campaign, however,- says dif- 
ferently. 

“The big thing that got us 
through was. personal connec- 
tions," he said. 

The same member also 
revealed the names of several 
corporations the group had 
approached: BIrks, Steinberg, 
Tilden, Corby. He also said 
that an advertising agency 
offered to have one of their 
design men look at the logo 
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LM'was using In Its advertise- 
ments. 

When questioned about the 
corporate contributions, Gol- 
tanich said the Imasco dona- 
tion was the exception rather 
than the rule. 

"Many of our contributions 
have come from small com- 
panies, like the corner store, 
as well as large corporations. 
And we didn't approach any 
federal or provincial corpora- 
tions." 

The funding campaign revel- 
ations have also raised ques- 
tions about how other groups 
like the Rassemblement du 
Parti Québécois à McGill 
(RPQM) are financing thçlr 
actvities and the legality of 
seeking corporate donations. 

RPQM president Jean..Cre- 
viersays his group, which has 
existed for about three years, 
has a total budget this year of 
$106.50. 

"We raise our money by 
selling buttons and literature, 
which we buy from the PQ, and 
by members' contributions. 
We are the only group on 
campus pushing the ‘Yes’ 
option and we receive no 
money from the PQ or from the 
government." 

Crevier says he thinks the 
debate Is no longer fair. “It has 
been destroyed by corporate 
money on campus^." 

Others have questioned if, 
in light of the Quebec law 
which prohibits corporations 
or unions from donating mon- 
ey to political parties, the 
Liberal campaign is legal. 

• Members of LM say It Is legal 
becaiise they are only a club 
and not a party. 

"It is not necessary to be a 
member of the federal of 
provincial party to belong to 
Liberal McGill. And our consti- 
tution states that we are 'an 
association of McGill stu- 
dents interested In Liberal 
activities and programs at the 
federal and provincial level'," 
says Goltanich. 

“We represent both the 
federal and provincial wings of 
the Liberal party." 

But the RPQM's Crevier 
. thinks that the question of 
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formal links Is beside the 
point. 

"Even though they are not 
forgially affiliated with the 
provincial Liberals they are 
still promoting the party pro- 
gram. They have organized 
Liberal. Week, are passing out 
Liberal literature and are bring- 
ing in Liberal speakers. Even 
though they can avoid the 
letter of the law they are 
breaking Its spirit." 

During a speech at McGill 
Friday Quebec Liberal leader 
Claude Ryan was asked 
whether he though It was 
"proper, morally, legally or 
otherwise, for Liberal McGill 
to be solicity donations from 
corporations." 

McGill professor and Posi- 
tive Action Committee mem- 
ber Storrs McCall, who was 
moderating the question per- 
iod, suggested that since it 
was an “Internal matter" Ryan 
need not respond. He was 
shouted down by the crowd 
and Ryan agreed to answer. 
But the Liberal leader res- 
ponded only to the legal 
question. 

“If they are affiliated with 
my party and they have begun 
to indulge In it they will have to 
stop it," he said. 

"If the club exists as a 
separate independent entity 
operating under the general 
liberal philosophy then it is 
the responsibility of its mem- 
bers to decide." . . 

Ryan did not say whether he 
considered the funding cam- 
paign morally responsible. 

The RPQM has also raised 
the question of whether. In the 
light of McGill’s South Africa 
divestment campaign, the Lib- 
erals are not contradicting 
themselves by accepting mon- 
ey from corporations with 
Investments in South Africa. 

, At their last meeting LM 
members agreed to send a 
letter to the South Africa 
committee expressing their 
support for the divestment 
campaign. However, the Daily 
has learned that Imasco, a 
major contributor to Liberal 
■ McGill, Is part of an inter- 
n-national conglomerate, which 
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has investments in South 
Africa. 

"This is the first I have heard 
of It (Imasco South Africa 
connection)," said Goltanich. 

"I’ll have to look into It 
before I say anythino."

The future of anglophones 
planning professional careers 
In Quebec remains uncertain. 

Bill 101 was passed In 1977. 
Article 39 of that bill requires, 
from 1980 on, that anyone 
graduating from a Quebec 
university or CEGEP be suffi- 
ciently fluent In French to 
work here Immediately upon 
graduation. Previously, a three 
year“francl 2 atlon" period was 
allowed, with a one year 
temporary renewable permit 
available If needed. Bill 101, 
article 39, put an end to that. 
• The Implementation of Bill 
101 has created disparities. 
Since 1977, anglophone post- 
secondary Institutions have 
remained conspicuously lack- 
ing programs to thoroughly 
francize their students. 

The language of Instruction 
remains English, as it is at 
McGill* and French courses 
complementing fields of pro- 
fessional study are not avail- 
able on a regular basis. So It is

As a matter of fact, Ms. 
Avakian, the phrase "oft- 
quoted calumny" was not 
programmed Into me by Tel- . 
Aviv packaged propaganda, 
but rather came to me In a fit 
of literary inspiration while 
sitting at my typewriter — we 
Zionists do have our moments. 

Now, for a . few of the 
essential points in Ms. Avak- 
ian’s essentially pointless let- 
ter which, I might add, is the 
typical anti-Semitic (not anti- 
Zionist) response I expected (I 
am sure all those "rich Ameri- 
can Jews" of whom Ms.

I should hardly 
think that the use of the term 
"plunder" can be applied to 
the actions of Israel, though it 
could undoubtedly be as- 
signed to the intentions of her 
attackers. ' 

As for "aggressor” Israel 
being bribed to vacate the 
Sinai by the United States — 
qujte sim'ply challenge Ms. 
Avakian's claim with respect 
to Israel’s aggression (or has 
Egypt's blockade of TIran 
already been forgotten) and 
would like to point out that 
though American is helping 
Israel to bear a part of the 
costs of relocating Sinai mili- 
tary bases, just as she Is 
helping ' Egypt with massive 
aid programs, it is the Israeli 
economy which will have to 
suffer the burden of the Sinai 
evacuation. 

If Ms. Avakian feels a need 
to champion some cause, 
might I suggest that she 
consider thè case of the 
Jewish refugees from Arab 
lands? Though these people 
number two million today, the 
very large majority in Israel, 
they have yet to see any 
compensation from those 
lands where their ancestors 
resided for centuries before 
(he Arab Invasions. But, un-

L’Etat-e’est Moi

I agreed and liked Thaker’s 
letter (Wed., 12th) but not the 
reporter's article (Thurs., 6th) 
on Kenya. The latter wqs 
based on notes written while 
the reporter was half asleep 
during my talk. What was the 
gist of the talk? 

On the economy, Thaker 
has eloquently put together 
what I said but it was distorted 
by the tired and dozing report- 
er. However, I would maintain 
that Kenyans would appreci- 
ate, if. In this era, the new 
leaders became less submis- 
sively dependent on London 
and Washington. 

On smuggling, hoarding, 
corruption, etc., I said that the 
new government is determined 
and has waged a war against 
these evils. The president 
made particular attack on 
corruption, "I am against cor- 
ruption. If you were taught to 
live with it, you must know 
from now that corruption is 
nomore. If you want to use 
magendo (corruption) as a 
short cut to wealth, then you 
must know you are in trouble." 

President Mol deeply regret- 
ted the departure of Kenyatta, 
but was optimistic that the 
firm foundations laid by the 
latter were a good omen for 
the future, provided the Wan- 
anchl (people) answered his 
appeal to vicariously share his 
oath of office: to work loyally 
and ceaselessly, following 
Nyayo (footsteps of Kenyatta) 
for the nation. 

Mol did not depart from the 
broad principles that have 
guided independent Kenya so 
far — Harambee tradition, 
African socialism, the dic- 
tates of a non-raclal society 
and a mixed economy. But 
then. Mol is a different per- 
sonality and he is bound, as 
has necessarily happened, to 
make a personal mark of his 
own In the consolidation of the 
Kenyan nation. 

Education was on top of the 
list of his 'new emphases. I 
said that when the president 
provided free education in 
. grades 6 and 7, he removed 
doubt In the minds of the 
people by abolishing levies 
that replaced fees when grade 
1-5 education becqme free in 
1974. And on January 1st, 
1979, he instructed the Minis- 
ter for Education to Implement 
(with effect from May 1st) the 
new policy of providing free 
milk to primary school chil- 
dren. I didn't go to the library 
to look for these facts. I have 
relatives who go to elementary 
school and are enjoying mat- 
unda (fruits) of the new re- 
gime. 

I also told the audience that 
the new regime recognizes the 
importance of distributing the 
national cake in a more 
equitable manner. Thus, after 
the general elections last 
November, the resident chose 
a very representative-cabinet. 
Today, each of the eight 
provinces is represented by 
two or more cabinet Ministers. 



The tremendous progress 
that Kenya has made since 
Uhuru (independence) has 
been the result of national 
unity and political stability. I 
am confident that the Kenyans 
will continue to join hands in 
the spirit of Harambee and 
Nyayo. Now that I agreed with 
Thaker, can we meet, without 
the reporter, for Ken-coffeel

' ANEQ too radical? 



To the Daily: 

I was not surprised by your 
headline on March 11 1960, 
"L’exécutif de I’ANEQ dçmis- 
sionne." The majority of ang- 
lophone CEGEP student lead- 
ers have, on several occa- 
sions, criticized the too often 
radical attitude of both 
ANEQ's Conseil Centrale and 
Exécutif. 

Not long after the 1976 
expulsion of the Communist 
Party of Canada (Marxist- 
Leninist) a discussion of 
ANEQ could not take place 
without someone raising the 
"communist specter." How- 
ever, with the passage of time 
this threat of communist dom- 
ination faded and ANEQ was 
simply referred to as a left- 
wing group by anglophones. 

It was in part this fear of 
radicalism that prevented ang- 
lophone institutions from join- 
ing ANEQ. It was felt that 
ANEQ's issues were not the 
Issues affecting the anglo- 
phone CEGEPs and as a result 
the Caucus -of Anglophone 
Post Secondary Students 
(CAPSS) was formed. 

Student leaders felt that it 
was necessary to have an 
organiztion distient fromANEQ 
to represent the anglophone 
student commurilty. CAPSS 
later developed into the Forum 
for Student Discussion (FDS) 
to broaden its base and pérmit 
the participation of franco- 
phone CEGEPs that were 
discouraged by ANEQ's rad- 
ical viewpoint. For a few brief 
months the FDS was a truly 
bilingual organization group- 
ing the six anglophone 
CEGEPs in the province and 
almost the same number of 
francophone CEGEPs. Even in 
1978 ANEQ’s radical attitude 
was not representative of all 
Québec students. 

More recently ANEQ's hard 
line over the Québec Loans 
and Bursaries Program further 
alienated, to a large extent, 
the anglophone student com- 
munity and many elements 
within the francophone stu- 
dent community. CEGEP St. 
Laurent, encouraged by Its 
support from ANEQ, undertook 
a general strike' to protest the 
Loans and Bursaries situa- 
tion. After a long drawn out 
affair the student council was 
forced by the administration to 
sign an agreement that prohib- 
ited the St. Laurent Student 
Association from organizing 
any school disruptions for the 
rest of the academic year. 



• ■ 1 -was -very -pleased to read 
that three out of four members 
of ANEQ’s Executive were 
forced to resign after a vote f 
non-confidence. As Denis 
Gascon said, this event does 
“question. . .the place and 
role of left wing groups in the 
association." Perhaps the rad- 
icalism of ANEQ did not 
reflect the attitude both of a 
large number of francophone 
and anglophone students in 
Qjjébec. If this is so then 
meaybe the rigt between the 
two language groups can be 
closed and a new, truly 
representative ANEQ created.

I'd like to know why, if you 
want equality, you do all you 
can to make life difficult to 
"Francophones" on their right 
of expresion. The "No" com- 
mittee has two weeks reserva- 
tion for an information table In 
Student Society's Hall; one 
person of the “Parti Québécois 
at McGill" tried to make 
reservations on the same 
basis. They told him that he 
has to make reservations each 
day. 

I think that the situation is 
the same at McGill as In the 
country. We have the same 
theoretical rights but not the 
same practical ones. Other 
evidence of this is Peter Orr’s 
article that appeared in March

Canada Foundation. He also 
said that the Pro-Canada is 
funded by such multinationals 
as the Bank of Montreal, Air 
Canada and Canadian Pacific. 

On the other hand, the

could not give out flags and 
documentation because of the 
different financial sources. 

Everybody, in Quebec and 
Canada should know that the 
subject of the Quebec Refer- 
endum will be on the possibil- 
ity dl negotiation with Ottawa, 
and not on independence. The 
"Partie Québécois" proposes 
a new deal with Quebec and 
Canada based on souverelgn- 
ty-assoclation. This would 
I give the possibility of French, 
'English, Italian, etc., people 
to live together practically and 
not only theoretically with the 
same rights and possibility. 
P.S.: The Referendum is not a 
matter of parties or of lang- 
uages.
